TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  FARSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District. 

Topography. — Roughly  quadrilateral  in  shape  and  com- 
prising an  area  of  840  acres,  Farsley  is  bounded,  on  the  North 
by  Calverley,  the  boundary  being  Dike  Lane  and  the  Red  Beck, 
on  the  South  by  Pudsey  Borough,  on  the  East  by  Leeds  Borough, 
the  boundary  being  Stanningley  Beck,  and  on  the  West  by 
Calverley  District,  the  boundary  being  Galloway  Lane  and 
Woodhall  Lane. 

1 he  soil  is  loam  with  clay  and  gravel  on  sandstone  rock. 

The  altitude  varies  from  202  feet  above  sea  level  at  Bagley, 
to  600  feet  at  Dike  Lane. 

Streams  passing  through  the  District  are  Red  Beck,  Farsley 
Beck,  and  Stanningley  Beck. 

The  weather  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  was 
mild,  and  in  February  almost  summery,  but  on  March  3rd  we 
had  a cold  snap,  snow  on  the  11th  and  18th,  followed  by  cold 
winds  towards  the  close  of  the  month. 
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In  the  last  month  of  the  first  quarter  we  had  a few  cases  of 
Measles. 

The  month  of  April  was  exceptionally  mild.  There  were 
several  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  Mumps.  In  May,  Dyspepsia, 
Mumps,  and  Whooping  Cough  were  prevalent.  The  opening 
days  of  June  were  cold,  but  the  weather  became  warmer  towards 
the  middle  of  the  month,  and  on  the  21st  we  had  a remarkably 
heavy  thunderstorm  which  fortunately  left  our  District  un- 
damaged. The  “ Strawberry  Season  ” was  responsible  for  an 
epidemic  of  Diarrhoea,  and  there  were  several  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough. 

In  July  we  had  a heat  wave  for  a few  days.  There  were  a 
few  mild  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  and  two  cases  of  Diphtheria,  one  of 
which  terminated  fatally.  Towards  the  end  of  August  Diarrhoea 
became  very  prevalent,  affecting  both  adults  and  children. 
During  September  Diarrhoea  became  epidemic,  and  there  were  a 
few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  This  Quarter  was  remarkable 
for  the  small  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  being 
no  cases  in  the  Hospital  from  any  of  the  5 Districts  from  July 
23rd  to  September  9th.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  was 
adopted  in  July. 

October  was  fine  and  dry,  but  became  unsettled  towards 
the  end,  and  we  had  some  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  November 
was  generally  wet  and  foggy,  with  a snowstorm  in  the  middle 
of  the  month.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  a few 
cases  of  Chicken  Pox. 

I very  much  regret  to  have  to  report  a decrease  of  1.3  in 
the  Birth  Rate,  and  an  increase  of  1.2  in  the  Death  Rate.  During 
the  First  Quarter  of  the  year  we  lost  a large  number  of  our  old 
inhabitants.  Fourteen  deaths  over  60  years  of  age  were  regis- 
tered. The  average  age  at  death  for  all  ages  is  53f  years,  and 
excluding  those  under  one  year  59|  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  63.0.  An  increase  of  4.2 

on  1913. 


1 he  great  feature  of  the  year  was  of  course  the  War,  which 
undoubtedly  gave  a great  impetus  to  trade  in  our  District. 
The  wave  of  prosperity  however  has  not  been  an  unmixed  blessing, 
the  overtime  having  a very  bad  effect  on  the  health  of  numbers 
of  the  workers,  and  being  responsible  for  a much  greater  number 
of  cases  of  Influenza  and  Anaemia  than  is  usual,  particularly 
amongst  the  women  and  girls. 

General  Statistics. — The  total  number  of  Births  registered 
in  the  District  during  1914  was  110.  To  this  number  must  be 
added  one  Transferable  Birth  which  occurred  outside  the  District, 
making  a total  of  111  Births  which  calculated  on  an  estimated 
population  of  6000  gives  a rate  of  18.5  per  thousand  persons 
living  as  against  a rate  of  19.8  for  the  year  1913. 

One  illegitimate  Birth  was  registered. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  23.8,  being 
.1  below  that  of  1913,  and  the  lowest  on  record. 

Sixty-nine  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  and  to 
this  number  must  be  added  5 Deaths  of  Residents  which  occurred 
outside  the  District.  The  nett  number  of  Deaths  is  therefore 
74  (an  increase  of  7 on  1913)  which  number  calculated  on  an 
estimated  population  of  6000  gives  a Rate  of  12.3,  an  increase 
of  1.2  on  the  previous  year.

Infant  Mortality.— There  were  7 Deaths  of  Infants  under 
1 year  of  age,  being  exactly  the  same  number  as  the  previous 
year,  which  calculated  per  thousand  Births  registered  gives  a 
rate  of  63.0. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  105. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Five  cases  were  reported  in  the  First, 
One  in  the  Second,  Three  in  the  Third,  and  Three  in  the  Last 
Quarter  of  the  year,  a total  of  12  cases  being  a very  satisfactory 
decrease  of  8 on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  was  made  up  as  follows — 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Six  cases  notified,  a decrease  of  7 
on  1913.  Four  cases  removed  to  Hospital. 

ERYSIPELAS. — One  mild  case  notified.  A decrease  on 

1913. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Two  cases  notified  as  against  3 in  1913. 
One  case  removed  to  Hospital  (recovery),  one  kept  at  home 
(death). 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — One  case  notified.  Removed  to 
Hospital  (recovery). 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — One  case  notified  which  ter- 
minated fatally.

This  total  is  a decrease  of  Four  on  1913. 

Phthisis.  Six  Deaths  giving  a Rate  of  1.0  per  thousand 
a slight  increase  on  previous  vear. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (AH  Forms). — The  number  of 
Deaths  was  Seven,  giving  a Respiratory  Death  Rate  of  1.1  per 
thousand,  and  a decrease  of  .9  on  the  preceding  year. 

Tuberculosis. — A total  of  14  new  cases  were  reported  to  me 
during  the  year,  made  up  of  ten  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Lungs  (Phthisis)  and  four  of  other  organs. 

Of  the  Ten  cases  reported  in  1914  there  were  4 Deaths,  to 
which  have  to  be  added  2 cases  which  were  notified  in  1913. 

As  regards  the  remaining  Four  cases  there  were  2 Deaths, 
these  being  Tuberculosis  of  the  Brain  which  is  invariably  fatal. 

Die  total  of  14  is  a very  satisfactory  decrease  of  9 on  1913. 

Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer  ). — Seven  Deaths  have  been 
registered  as  due  to  Cancer,  this  being  a decrease  of  2 on  the 
previous  year. 
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Parts  Affected. — Stomach  (2),  Bowel  (2),  Chest  (1),  Spine 
(1),  Liver  (1). 

Whooping  Cough. — The  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  May 
and  June,  but  no  death  was  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

Cowsheds. — These  have  been  inspected  by  myself  and  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon.  All  buildings  were  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition. The  health  of  the  animals  was  good. 

Buildings  and  Sanitary. — There  has  been  more  activity  in 
building  during  the  year,  34  plans  having  been  approved  by  the 
Council. 

Water. — Two  samples  of  Water  were  submitted  for  analysis, 
one  in  June  and  one  in  July.  The  County  Analyst  reported  as 
follows  : — “ This  is  a water  of  exceptional  purity.  It  is  also 
very  soft.  It  is  free  from  sediment  and  there  is  very  little  colour.” 

There  were  a few  cases  of  complaints  of  short  suppplies  in 
certain  districts,  but  steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the  defect.

I have  great  pleasure  in  giving  you  my  first  Annual  Report 
of  the  various  works  carried  out  in  my  department.  I regret 
I am  unable  to  give  a more  detailed  report  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year,  but  I only  took  up  my  duties  here  on  the  28th 
of  September. 

I hope  that  the  information  contained  in  this  report  will  be 
of  interest  to  each  Member  of  the  Council.

SANITARY  DEPARTMENT. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Lach  case  as  notified  to  me  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
has  been  visited,  drains  and  fittings  inspected,  and  disinfectant 
given. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  slaughter  houses  have  all  been  inspected  and  are  generally 
clean  and  in  good  order,  but  lime  washing  has  in  some  instances 
been  neglected. 

I have  had  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  whole  of  the  occupiers 
of  these  premises  to  “ Sec.  170  P.H.A.  1875  ” which  states  that  a 
notice  must  be  fixed  in  a conspicuous  place  with  the  words 
Licensed  Slaughter  House  ” or  “ Registered  Slaughter  House 
as  the  case  may  be  and  that  any  person  who  neglects  or  refuses 
to  affix  such  notice  is  liable  to  a penalty  of  £ 5 . I am  pleased  to 
say  that  I believe  this  matter  will  be  attended  to  at  once. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  inspected 
and  were  found  clean  and  in  good  order,  but  again  lime  washing 
has  in  some  instances  been  neglected. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

l'he  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  inspected  and  their 
cleanliness  and  ventilation  is  satisfactory,  but  there  is  room  in 
some  cases  for  improvement  in  the  sanitary  accommodation. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  are  all  exceedingly 
clean  and  well  kept.  There  is  one  underground  bakehouse. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWNPLANNING. 

Twenty-one  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  I 
regret  that  I was  unable  to  make  any  inspections  between  my 
taking  up  duties  and  December  31st. 
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INSPECTIONS. 

New  Registers  are  being  prepared  of  the  slaughter  houses, 
dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops,  factories  and  workshops  and 
bakehouses.  Inspections  will  now  be  made  to  each  of  these 
premises  every  month,  as  it  is  most  essential  that  there  should  be 
no  neglect  by  the  occupiers  in  the  necessary  lime  washing  and 
cleansing. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Very  few  of  those  undesirable  privy  middens  appear  to 
have  been  converted  during  the  year,  and  it  will  be  my  endeavour 
to  have  as  many  of  these  as  possible  converted  into  proper 
water  closets  during  the  next  year. 


SURVEYOR’S  DEPARTMENT. 

ROADS. 

The  Roads  were,  I believe,  in  good  condition  during  the 
summer,  but  it  has  been  an  exceedingly  bad  winter  for  all  roads, 
the  great  extremes  in  temperature  have  played  their  part,  to- 
gether with  the  abnormal  rainfall  during  the  last  few  months. 
In  December  the  rainfull  registered  was  upwards  of  six  inches 
and  on  several  occasions  there  was  a difference  of  30  degrees  in 
the  temperature  within  a few  hours.  These  two  agents  have 
brought  about  the  weathering  of  the  materials  employed  in  road 
construction  and  hence  the  conditions  of  the  surfaces. 

The  heavy  traffic  due  to  the  haulage  of  munitions  of  war  and 
stores  has  had  its  effect. 

We  may  hope  for  better  weather,  but  the  last  cause  is  likely 
to  continue  for  some  time. 

This  is  one  of  the  minor  penalties  of  war. 

A daily  record  of  the  rainfall,  together  with  the  condition 
of  the  roads  is  nowr  being  kept. 

BAGLEY  LANE. 

This  road  was  coated  with  granite  on  the  water  bound 
system  from  the  boundary  to  Thompson’s  and  again  for  about 
130  yards  commencing  at  the  Chapel  Corner. 

Tar  Spraying  was  again  done  from  the  Council  Offices 
to  the  Chapel  and  during  the  frosty  weather  I received  numerous 
complaints  as  to  its  slippery  condition  but  after  the  surface  had 
been  gritted  no  further  complaints  were  received. 

LEEDS  AND  BRADFORD  ROAD. 

The  County  Council  have  sanctioned  the  making  of  a flag 
and  ashphalt.  footpath  on  the  above  Road  from  the  Farsley 
and  Calverley  Boundary  to  Cote  Lane.  This  work  when  finished 
will  be  a great  improvement— t he  estimate  for  the  work  is 
£410  17s.  3d. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Owing  to  complaints  being  received  from  the  Rivers  Board 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Farm  going 
into  the  River  Aire,  a sub-committee  was  appointed  to  interview 
Dr.  Wilson,  Chief  Inspector  ot  the  Rivers  Board,  and  according 
to  I)r.  Wilson’s  suggestion  the  committee  were  authorised  to 
visit  suitable  sewage  works  and  on  December  9th,  the  Committee 
visited  the  Sewage  Works  of  Otley,  Ilkley,  and  Guiseley.  At  the 
next  Council  Meeting  I was  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
extension  at  our  works  and  also  report  on  the  treatment  of  the 
Trade  wastes  coming  from  the  Mills. 

PLAINS.

The  whole  of  the  Plans  that  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Council,  which  number  over  1,000  and  date  back  to  1866, 
the  date  when  the  Local  Board  was  created,  have  been  numbered, 
filed  and  entered  into  a new  Plan  Register. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

A plentiful  and  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  was  obtained 
during  the  whole  of  last  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  1,672  water  consumers  as 
against  1,665  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  being  an  increase  of  7. 

The  quantity  of  water  registered  at  the  boundary  meters 
during  the  year  was  as  follows  .

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24  new  meters  have  been  fixed  and  new  cards  distributed 
to  all  water  consumers. 

dO  lin.  yards  of  3in.  main  was  laid  in  Croft  Street  and  40 
lin.  yards  in  W oodlands  Grove. 

New  reducing  valve  and  double  air  valve  have  been  fixed 
on  the  high  level. 

Night  tests  have  been  made  and  leakages  remedied  where 
found. 

PUBLIC  LIGHTING. 

There  aie  now  259  lamps  and  267  burners  in  the  District, 
three  lamps  being  added  and  9 flat  flame  burners  being  converted 
to  incandescent  burners  during  the  year.  This  number  is  made 
up  as  follows  :

The  cost  for  gas  during  the  year  was  £312  Os.  6d.,  and  the 
cost  of  lamp  lighting,  cleaning  and  repairs  was  £166  15s.  Id.  This 
works  out  at  £1  3s.  4|d.  per  burner  for  gas  and  12s.  6d.  per  burner 
for  lamp  lighting,  etc. 

The  whole  of  the  lamps  have  been  numbered  and  registered, 
and  I am  now  going  carefully  into  the  matter  of  their  lighting, 
cleaning,  etc.,  with  a view  to  economizing  as  the  rate  of  12s.  6d, 
per  burner  is  in  my  opinion  excessive. 

STEAM  ROLLER. 

The  Roller  has  been  engaged  133  days  during  the  year, 
which  is  accounted  for  as  follows  :

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SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  2,141  loads  of  refuse,  which  includes  house 
refuse  and  the  emptying  of  privies,  has  been  dealt  with.  1076 
loads  were  taken  by  local  farmers  and  1065  loads  carted  to  the 
Sewage  P'arm. 

The  total  cost  of  the  removing  of  the  refuse,  etc.,  was  £306, 
which  is  at  the  rate  of  2/10  per  load.
